The fact that my Colleagues have chosen 
me to be their Chairman, gives me, perhaps, 
no additional claim upon your votes, but it 
naturally makes me anxious lest over conf- 
dence on the part of my supporters should 
endanger my Election. 

I have so recently bad an opportunity of 
addressing the Board, and through them the 
public,on every part of our work, that I need 
not here reiterate details which are accessible 
to everyone, Two Questions not bitherto 
resented to you in a definite shape, are, 
aoe er, now ripe for settlement one way or 
the other; and only await the judgment of 
the Ratepayers. 

(1) EXPERIMENTAL FREE. SCHOOLS, 

Without pledging myself to the abolition 
of School Fe« 8, of the expediency of which 
measure I am not satisfied, I desire to see the 
system carefully tested in a limited number 
of existing Schools in very poor districts. 

(2) HIGHER ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS, 
There are many children whose abilities 


interest, a somewhat longér course of train- 
ing than is usual. The numbers of such 
children in each school being very limited, it 
is desirable that they should be collected into 
schools specially arranged’and staffed for the 
purpose, where more thorough classification 
would be possible. I am in favour of the 
establishment in each Division of one or more 
schools, on the lines of the Advanced Ele- 
méntary Schools which have been recom- 
mended by successive Governments, and 
have now for some time been worked with 
such marked success at Bradford and’ other 
large towns, and with a fee equal to the 
average fee in the present schovls. Some of 
the existing school buildings might be used 
for this purpose, and the experience of other 
Boards shows that, owing to the higher 
grants earned, these schools are less costly 
than those of a lower grade. 

Various charges have heen brought against 
the Buard at previous Elections, such: as 
“indifference to Religious Education,” “ hos- 
tility to Voluntary Schools,’ and “reck!ess | 
extravagance, ' but after examination by you, 
these have successively been found wanting. 
A new one is new produced, which, believe 
me, is not less hollow than the others—that 
of “ officialism.’ This means that the will 
of the minority ought to prevail over that of 
the majority, This majority or “ the Ring,” 
as it is semetimes called, is composed of per- 
sons of divergent views on many points, but 


td carry out the Educational Acts in their 
integrity, and a desire that the business of 
the Board shall be conducted in a befitting 
manner. Ido not doubt thatthe new Board 
about to beelected by you will favour similar 
views. 

If I do not here enter upon the questions 
of the Expenditure of the Board; the sub- 
jects taught in our schools; Religious Instruc-. 
tion ; the maintenance of Voluntary Schools; 
Compulsory Attendance ; Industrial Schools: 
the powers of the School Manavers; and other 
matters, it-is not hecause | under-rate their 
importance, but because my opinions are well 
known to you, and because 1 hope shortly to 
have opportunities of addressing you on these 
and kindred questions.

These figures are matters of congratula-

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NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


There are 2,800 children in the Jews’ Free School, and many more are 
socking admission. Never was there such pressure on its epaca and on the 
teaching power of iis staff. Never was the eciool more popular, The new 
Government Educational Code makes roqaireneats (excellent ia their bearing 


. on the physical and wwental condition of the children) which involve either the 


extension of the achool by building or the turning adrift of a number of children 
estimated to approximate, counting boys and girla, to the large total of 1 000. 
At a meeting of the Committee held on Tuesday last at New Court, onder the 
presidency of Sir Nathaniel de Rothechild, it was with practical onanimity decided 
that the great institution, which bas done probably more than any other material 
and moral agent to raise in one genera‘ion the :fa/us of the poor Jewish immi- 
grantsivto Eogland, could not decline the new responsibility which the neccesities 
of the time impose vpon it. The Committee decided to extend theschool rather 
than expel the little studen's wholearn from Mr. Angel and his skilled coadjatore 
to become civilized Englishmen and Enoglishwomen without ceasing to be Jews 
and Jeweeses. Thé public will be generally of opinion that aright decision has 
been arrived at. The Free School is an establishment of which. we are all 
proud, and no one could see without pain a diminution in its efficiency. Hitherto 
it has been eprn to “an unlimited number of children.” Although School 
Board instroction is provided for all, it is well unileratood by Israelites that 
they must not cast the whole burden of thoir poor upon the ra‘es,.and that, if 
they did the work thus abnegatel would not be done in the spirit which is 
desired. There is a duty to eur Christian neighbours on the one hand, to our 
poorer brethren and our sacred religion on the other. The extension of the 
Free School thus decided on is a determine! and faithful effort to falfil this. 
triple o ligation. 


We cannot unders'and how the impression has arisén that Karl Emil 
Franzos, the novelist, is net a Jew. Le was.the son of a Jewish district 
Piysiciar. All bis novels, with the exception of the last © Ein Kampf um's 
Recht " deal with Jewish subjects which he sclected, as he himeeclf fays in the 
preface of “ The Jews of Burnow,” because they are those with which be is 
most intimately connected. Cusacl ia his. “ Lehrbuch” rightly includes 
him with Auerbach, DPernstein and Kompert in-the list of Jewieh novel- 
ita who deal .with Jewish life in their novels ranz¢s was for some 
time connected with the Neue Freie Presse of Vienna, the best known paper of 
the Austrian capital founded by Dr. Fiiedmaun, a Jew and written almost 
entirely by Jewish ‘journalists. We can. only imagine that the 
mistake has by his having been confounded with Sachcr- 
Masoch, who, though he writes on Jewish life, is not of our faith 
and race. No,one with the least literary tact would doubt for a moment that ibe 
author of “The Jews of Barnow ” belongs to the race whoee feelings he describes 
60 trathfally. 


Mr. Goldwin Smith is irrepreesible. Waving been proved by us to have 
made an unfounded statement in having spoken of the Fenian organ, the Jrish 
World, as the property of a Jew, he now writes fron Toronto to the effect that 
the paper meant was the United Irishman, the jouraal of O'Donovan Reasa, 
Mr. Smith does not mention that he has teken the least trouble to verify tho 
amended information he now publishes, nor docs be cite any ant! ority—a fact 
of which the Spectator might in fairness bave reminded him. The petty spite, 
if not actual malignant hatred, which Mr. Smich evinces towards the Jews 
evidently warps his jadgment in the issue he rares, The fect whether a Jew 
owns any particular paper Mr. Smith knows very well is little to the purpose. 
There items of information—true or falsee—serve as literary etones to flirg at 
the Jews, and if be fails to induce anycue else to join him in the petty warfare, 
at ary rate he has had Lis fling and vented hia spleen. We fortunately have 
found that he has rendered us an important service. We can now judge how 
difficult it is to raiee a /uclenhetce in England, This substantial result, at any 


‘rate, we owe to Mr. Goldwin Smith, and we need to be almost grateful to him 


for putting it to a test. 


At a dinner recently given by Ludwig Kossuth, the celebrated Hungarian 
@x-Dictator, at Turin, the conversation turned on the anti-Jewish agitation in 
Hungary, which he condemned in the strongest terms. Referring to the accusa- 
tion that the Jews wero not patriote, Herr Kossuth denied that there was any 
ground for this charge, and observed that many touching instanc:s of Jewish 
patriotiem carne under his notice during the Hungarian War for Freedom in 
184°. In proof of this assertion he mentioned the following example. Daring 
the course of the war, it happened one day that he was desirous of sending a 
message to the besieged garrison of Komoin, announcing that a corps was about 
to march to the relief of the town. No one was fonnd willing to undertake 
the difficult mission in question, At last a Jew volunteered tu make his way 
to Komoro, This he succeeded in doing after exp sing himself for three days 
to the greatest danger and at the rick of his life. Three days afterwards he 
azain appeare! before Kowsuth to inform him of his enccess. “ Were you a 
soldier,’ said the Dictator, after expressing his admiration fer the Jew’s 
bravery, “I would have promoted you, but if you require any reward, a few 


thousand florins are at your disposal.” “ Herr Governor,” replied our intrepid — 


coreligionist, “ 1 do not allow myeelf to be paid for my patriotism.”” When 


the reaction set in and the service which the Jew had rendered to the Hanga- 
rian ara y was mace known, his safety tecawe imperiled and he consequoutly 
made his escape to Londen. Thence Le emigrated to Australia, through the 


- 


help of Kossuth and other refogees. Since that time, concladed Herr Koasath 
oo farther tidings had been heard from him. : 


The Pall Mall Gazette, in one of those unfrien Hy notes that are bacon. 
ing all too common among a certain class of papere, has drawn attention to the 
rewarks of an Australian magistrate on the “ horrible cruelty ” of the Jewish 
mode of slaughtering avimals. It is a far cry to the Antipodes, and the Py! 
Mali Gasctle is somewhat late in the day in calling upon the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals to do its duty. -The Scciety has several 
times investigated the Shechita with reeults that should satisfy every lover of 
the inferior animals that no unnecessary cruelty is perpetrated by Shochetin, 
and that their operations are by no means more paiofal than the ordinary pro. 
cess of “ poieaxing.” At the same tithe it would be very desirable that even 
the appearance of cruelty which might easily be prodaced on an inexperienced 
observer should be removed, and we cannot think of any better method 
than the application of anesthetics. If it is found practicable, 
and no ordinance of the J/ilcoth Shechita stands in the way, the 
Shechita Board might try and obtain the honour of the introduction cf a pain. 
saving process. Such action would do much towards stopping for ever the 
oft-repeated and as oft-refuted allegations of cruelty against the Jewish mode 


of slanghtering cattle. The authoritative teachings of Jadaism are at least 


acknowledged to be in this instance in advance of the Christian Scriptares, 


For many years the Shechita Board has offered: prizes to the emplosis of 
the carcass butchers, in all cases Christians, to be given.to the workmen who 
showed the most tenderness in the work. It would be fully consonant with the 
ruling spirit which prompted this humane action if they adopted the use of 
anesthetics for the animals to be slavghtered according to Jewish custom, 
Every means is adopted not alone to lessen the pain of the animale, the minute 
requirements, ¢ g , for the sbarpners of the knife, but also to prevent, callousness 
on the part of the operator. After the researches of Dr. Behrend, there is no 
need to defend the practice of Bedeka (examination of the carcass). But it 
has also to be pointed out that the draining away of the blood which is only 
poesi!le on the Jewish method is also effective in removing many ger.ns and 
preventing too speedy decomposition, Considering the scientific advantages of 
the Jewish method-of slaughtering animals, it would almost be a question 
whether somecxtra pain might not be fairly allowable to compensa'e for the addi- 
tional securities against disease. Even the anti-Vivisectionists allow the need 
when distinct advantages to man can be shown to accrue directly from the 
infil ction of pain. If the ure of anesthetics were introduced the Jewish method 
would-be conspicuously superior both in painlessness and utility. 


The note of the Pull Mall Gazette has elicited a letter from a Mr, 
Forstor, formerly acting officer of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animale, which grossly exaggerates the circumstances of an action taken by 
his society against some London Shochetim in 1854. “ Fiendish. nhomanity,” 
“ barbarous customs,” “ crying scandal,’’ are a few of the terms this zealous 
ex-official scatters over his letter, while he is content to stoop so low as to 
iosinuate that Sir Moses Montefiore, who was naturally present as President of 
the Shechita Doard, attended on the bench to subvert the ends of jrstice. His 
statements are clearly ec parte and are consequently met sufficiently by the 
fact that Sir Peter Laurie, the presiding magistrate, dismissed the summons 
which clearly shows that there was not even prima facie evidence that apy 
wilful cruelty had been exercised, | 


We are pleased to fiud hew heartily our suggestion has. accepted, that 
an address should be presented, on behalf of the Anglo-Jewish community, to 
Sir J. Whittaker Ellis, the late Lord Mayor, in acknowledgment of his benevolen 
and zealous services ia connection with the Mansion House Fund for the relief 
ot the Russian Jews. Wot only have addresses of thanks been presented by 
the Beard of Deputies, as the representative of the congregations of tho United 
Kingdom and by the Mansion House Committee itself, but also by several Pro 
vincial Committees. To crown these there has been presented to Sir J, Whittaker 
Ellis an address by ladies of the community. We priot the text and a list oftle 
signatures in another column. Doubtless, the number of these latter could have 
been indefinitely increased. We can well appreciate the satisfaction expressed 
by the late Lord Mayor at these genuine demonstrations of thankfulness fur 
kindoesses shown in assisting our suffering and oppressed brethren and sisters 
in RKuseia. | 


Althongh, as appears from the statement mate at the meeti:g of the 
Board of Guardians on Monday last by Mr. Lionel L. Alexander, the operations 
of the Conjoint Mansion House ard Board of Guardians Committee for the 
Relief of Russian Refagees have daring the last month been of a comparatively 
light character, its work is far from being at an end. We learn that arrange 
ments have been completed to send to London 150 of the Russiaa refugees who: 
still remain at Brody, and who, for the reason meationed in anoth:r colama, 
are uvable to returo to Russia. These persons, whose names and occupations 
have already been forwarded to London, will arrive in this city in three batche: , 
of fifty each at intervals of ten days between each arrival. It is believed that . 
but little difficulty will arise in obtaining employment for those among the new 
comers who are able to gain their own livelihood. Of the residuum of the — 
refugees at Brody, it is expected that 150 will be sent to Paris, where upwards — 
of 500 Russian Jows who had previously been forwarded from Brody, bave 3 
already been successfully established under the auspices of the Comile eiten 
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Bienfaisance, and the remainder, from sixty to eighty in number, will be dis- | 
tributed in various parte of Holland. Thus within a few weeks not a single 
one of the many thousand Russian fugitives who last year invaded Brody, will 
be left in that frontier town, an achievement on which the several committees 
engaged in the, at one time seemingly hopeless, task of distribution have every 
reason to congratulate themeel vee. 


The public trial of the Jews accused of being principale or acces- 
sories to the alleged murder of Esther Solymosi, at Tieze-Eezlar, will be held 
in the early part of December. Fally seven months will thus have 
elapsed since the first arrests wero made, a delay which is ulterly repugnant to 
English ideas of justice. The Procureur-General, after having examined the 
depositions taken by the Juge d’[nstruction Bary, reported that the prelimioary 
investigation had not elicited any evidence on which any accusation against 
the Jewish prisoners could be based. The Government bave, however, decided 
upon a trial in order that, in the interests of the Jews themselves, the affair 
which has made so great a etic may be investigated in public, and the innocence 
of the prisoners openly proved. In fact, the heads of the Jewish community at 
Buda-Peesth, who have formed a special committee in connection with this matter, 
themselves demanded that a public trial should take place as the only means of 
full jostice being done, not only to the suspects, bnt also to the Jewish body 
at large, who are to some extent implicated in the charge of Jews using Christian 
blood for religious purposes, In addition to those already named by our cor- 
respondent at Buda-Pesth, two more of the accused persons havo been released 
from custody, one of them being the wife of Josef Scharf, the butcher who is 
charge | with having been the actual murderer, and who ie alleged to have been. 
dcnousced by his own son. 


The clothes on the corpse fished up from the river Theiss, and which have 
been identified as those belonging to the missing girl, although the dead body 
was not that of Esther Solymosi, have been subjected to an examination at 
P. sth in order to ascertain whether any traces of blood can be detected thereon. 
The report of the two experts (Dr. Belki, Professor of Forensic Medicine, and 
Dr. Gliiok, Physician and Analyst to the Tribunal of Pesth) has not yet been 
made public. Dr.Gliick applied to be relieved from the task imposed on him on 
account of his being a Jew, of which circumstance the anti-Semites might avail 
themselves to accuse him of partiality ; but the Tribunal, expressing the fullest 

confidence in his uprightness, refused to accede to his request. 


An incident, which bat for a fortunate discovery might have had a similar 
result to the Tieza-Eezlar affair, occurred a few weeks ago at Leseny (Hungary), 
A young Christian girl in the service of a Jewish family named Goldberger 
was discharged from her employment owing to her incompetency, and being 
afraid to face her mother ‘she determined to seek a new situation in some neigh- 
bouring village, without however acquainting her parents with the fact of her 
having left the Goldberger family. The girl was soon missed, and like wild- 
fire a report was epread that she had been murdered by the Jews, and that her 
dead body had been buried in a beap of refuse. The houee of the Goldbergers 
was stormed by an angry mob, who demanded that the girl ehould be restored 
to them dead or alive, The position of the Jewish family became more threat- 
ening from day to. day, until a relative fortunately found the cause of all the 
mischief at service in a distant town. Tranquillity has since then been restored, 
bat the incident servea to show how easily these “ blood accusations ” are spread 
abroad, 


_ Not afew of ovr readers will have failed to ree the full bearing of the 
txo letters which have appeared in our colamns with the heading “ Ancient 
Order of Foresters.” Yet, they reveal a praiseworthy characteristic of the 

- workiog class of Jewsa—the anxiety to provide, in however small a degree, for 
the accidents of life, Fifty years ago there was a comparatively 
large number of. exclusively Jewish Friendly Societies which, how- 
ever, bad an illusory flourishing existence while 

‘young and healiby, The contributions as a rule were framed vupon 
a basis exhibiting a want of actuarial knowledge. Hence these societies, 
when old age and consequent increased sickness and mortality befell the mei- 
bers, could not bear the inevitable pressure upon the funds, and many of them 
have been dissolved ; but thore still exist nearly thirty of them. One Society, 
formed in 1856, is exclusively fur femaler, and bas no lees than six hundred 
members. The Foreste-s’ Courts exhibit great vitality, and now that the law 

insists upon Quinquennial Valuations the “ Jewish Courts” are likely to be 
satisfactory successors to the Jewish Friendly Societies, In Londen there are 
four such Courts, having nearly one thousand members, viz , “ Sons of Israel,” 
“ Sons of Abrabam,” “ Sclomon'’s Temple,” “ Shield of David.” We now learn 
from our correspondents that there is a Jewish court at Leedsand at Birminghaw. 
The “ fraternal invitation to other Jewish “ foresters ” to visit these courts 
which we were asked to publish, reminds one forcibly of the far older Hebras, 


The Hcbras, a distinctly Jewish institution, bave always had provident 

basis, even if it was but to allow a small sum to members during the “ week of 
mourning ” in addition to the attendance of a Rabbi to “ learp,” as the phrase 
went, as well as a sufficient number of persons to form minyan. Some of these 
_ Hebras form centres for the members to meet their towosmen, Thus there are 


in London two “Cracow” Hebras and a“ Piatskar” Hebra, where natives of 
these Polish towns can meet their kinsmen and obtain assistance as far asthe | 
harrow means and limited opportunities of tho mombers perm’. Toe Hebras 


in Manchester are about as numerous as in London. It is a pity that more 


the members were > 


practical measures are not taken to attach these Hebras more closely to the 
community. Some slight step in this direction was made when it was arranged 
to celebrate marriages at two of them at :edaced fees, ani by officials of the 
United Synagogue. 


Another case bas occurred of premature burial which should attract the 
attention of our ecclesiastical authorities. A little girl at Leeds was to all 
appearance quite well and was learning her lessons on Thursday night and was 
buried on Friday morning at 9 o'clock, This indecent haste, not to mention the 
danger of burial alive, should not be permitted, so far as it isin the power of our 
ecclesiastical authorities to prevent it. A pastoral letter from the C ief Rabbi 
might make it incumbent on the authorities of every Jewish burial ground in the 
country to require at least an interval of twenty-four hours between doath and 
interment, If a mortuary cou'd be erected at every burial ground and the 
Shiva reckoned from the day of deposit at the mortuary, every motive for such 
diegraceful and inhuman haste would be romoved. The climate of Eogland is 
not such that any dangers are likely to arise from a longer interval becoming 
customary among English Jews than that which was considered sufficient fir 
Jews in the East. 


Oar coreligioniets on the Continent possess many an institution which is 
unique of ite kind, and finds no counterpart in those belonging to our own 
community. Such an institution is the Society “ Achawa” in Germany. Ite 
memt ers are Jewish teachers, and ite object is to support invalid teachers and 
the widows and orphans of deceased teachers. The Society, which is the means 
of averting a great deal of poverty, has an annual incomeof about £1,500, the 
balk of which is spent in grants, and it also owns a reserve fund of upwards of 
£5,000. An inetitation of a far different kind is the Jewish “ Vieeschhal,” or 
meat market in Amsterdam. This establishment, which is onder the direct 
enpervision of the Administration of the Community, and contains a large 
number of stalls for the retail sale of kosher meat, has proved so successful 
that within the last week the Administration have opened a second “ Hal” in 
the Dutch Capital.

THE ANTI-SEMITIC AGITATION, 

Notwithstanding the condemnation by the Austro-Hungarian Government 
of the anti-Jewieh agitation, hostile manifestations against the Jews still con- 
tinue in various parts of the Fmpire ; fortunately, however, they are not acco a- 
panied by any bodily attacks upon our coreligionists. The journalist Franz 
Holabek, whose trial at Vienoa for the publication of articles,in favour of the 
agitation we announced last week, has been acquitted by the jury, the result 
being received with loud applause by a crowd which had congregated outside 
the court, and which gave emphatic proofs of its anti-Jewish proclivities. In 
the eame city a youth of 16, employed at the office of the anti-Semitio journal 
Oesterreicher Volkafreund, has been arrested by the police whilst in the act of 
affixing threatening placards on a house inhabited by Jews. Oa being searched 
at the police station nive an'i-Semitic pamphlets bearing neither names of 
author, pritter, or publisher, were found on his person, 

Oa the 30:h of October a crowded anti-Jewish meeting, atteaded by priests, 
teachers and lawyers, wae held at Kapoevar, the chief town of the province of 
Somogya. The formation of a eociety was decided upon, the members of which 
will pledge themselves not to lease, sell, buy, or lend anything to Jews. Emer- 
ich Szalay, a member of the Chamber of Deputies, and a notorious enemy of 
Germany. was elected President of this boycotting society. Whilst the oppo- 
nents of the Jews were engaged in giving vent to their narrow-minded seati- 
ments, our Kaposvar coreligiouists were assembled in their synagogue, where a 
epccial memorial service was being held in honour of the recently deceased — 

The anti-Jewich agitation in Hurgary has given rise to a duel between two 
jouroalate of Stublscisseuburg, the ore being the editor of an anti-Semitic | 
journal and the other of a paper which warimn'y defends the Jews, The duel 
was fought with swords, and resulted in the Jew-bating editor being severely 
wounded in the head and arms. The hostile encounter has created a great 
sensation, esp: cially as both combatants were Christians. 

Aw a set-off to the foregoing occurrences may be mentioned the fact that 
at Londenburg, in Moravia, a Jewish manufactarer, Herr Kuffner, has for the 
fourth time in succession been unanimously elected by his fellow-citizens as 
their Burgomaster. Equally gratifying is it to hear of a crushing defeat which 
bas just been sustained by the Deputy Victor Istoczy, the father of the anti- 
Semitic movement in Llungary. Herr Ietoczy having been a member of tho 
Eccnowica! Commission of the Chamber of Deputics, the anti-Semitic party 
moved heaven and earth to ensure hia re-election on that body. Their efforts, 
kowever, resulted in a complete fiasco, Istoczy not having received one-third of 
the votes recorded in favour of his successfal opponent, who—and this made 
hie defeat the more galling—was none other than the well known Jewish Deputy 
Wabrmann. Herr bas scored double success, having also been re- 
elected Reporter of the Financial Com nission. | 

With the close of the elections for the Prussian Diet the anti-Jewish move- | 
ment in that country has once again subsided to a great extent. In Fraukfort- 
on-the-Main, where a hall was lent a few weeks ago to a body of North Germans 
for the purpose of founding a Reform Association, which, however, developed 
into an Anti-Semitic Society, the Committee of the institation to which the hall 
belongs have published a notice expressing regret that their hall should have 
been used for so ignoble a purpose as that of sowing tho seeds of hostility 
towards the Jews. 

The agitation against the Jews in Algeria has likewise not gained ground, 
the motion submitted to the Quunci!l-General of Oran; in favour of the with-— 
drawal of the decree for the naturalisatioa of the Jows, having beea defeated 

at a meeting held on the 26:h ult.

THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEwISt CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—The privations of our brethren ina foreign country have this year to a 
large extent engrossed the attention, though I hope they have not exhaustel the 
benevolence, of the Jewish community of London. Just as in the nation at large 
the interesta of domestic legislation have been alleged to suffer from the attention 
given to extraneous topics, so have we found that the magnificent exertions 
which have been made to mitigate the resnits of the outrages of the Rassian peop'e 
on our unfortunate brethren in that country, have tended to curtail the resources of 
our prominent institutions, even though they may not have diverted elsewhere the 
watchfal care and provident efforts of the administrators, 

The Board of Guardians has suffered in a double degree from the effects of the 
Russian persecutions, Not only has the ordinary support which it receives fallen 
off to a discouraging extent —by no less a sum than twelve hundred pounds as com- 
pared with last year—but the consequences of the exolus from Russia have. beea 
felt in an increase of the expenditure for relief. The Mansion House Committee, 
with which the Board of Guardians has cheerfally and cagerly co-operated, have 
borne all such expenditure as was directly connected with the refugees from the 
neenes of disorder ; but in their wake hae followed a crowd of emigrants from the 


bordering countries, whose demands (fleeting though they may generally have been) © 


have severely tested both the resources and the machinery of the Board, and it may 
reasonably be feared that some period of time must elapse before the number of the 
Jewieh poor of London will have returned to its normal level, 

Even without any adventitious circumstances, the ordinary claims, for which, 
by your favour, I annually pleadin your columns, are in themselves both pressing 
and numerous, It is now twelve years since in assuming the Presidency of the 
Board, it became, for the first time, my duty publicly to endeavour to stimulate that 
benevolence which I have never yet vainly attempted to arouse. Never during that 
period, indeed, I might go farther back, and urge that at no period since its founda. 
tion have the finances of the Boafd contrasted so unfavourably as at present with 
ite probable requiremente, and though I may now write in-a spirit of confidence 
rather than under the influence of depression, it is only because.I feel that we shall 
be sufficiently fortified by the commumity in the future as we bave been amply 
encouraged in the past to succour distress and to mitigate affliction, however much 
their causes inay be temporarily increased, and that we shall also he enabled to per- 
severe as heretofore in the more costly but more gratifying task of developing the 
industry of youth and aiding the migration of manhood, |

In 
their name, in the name of all those who, following ia his footsteps, have laboured 
to consolidate and to develop bis beneficent work, as well as in the name of the 
poor for whom he sacrificel what men generally most treasure, I ask leave while 
the grave is yet unclored over the earthly remains of Ephraim Alex, to pay this 
humble and torrowing tribute to one whose memory should serve as a beacon to 
the future, as his name undoubtedly illumined the past,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” : 
Stn,—On Friday, the 2ith. November, the ratepayers of the metropolis will be 
called upon to discharge au important daty—the election of a new School Board 
for London. | | 
My object in addressing you is to urge all Jewish electors to record their votes 


in favour of the old and well-tried members of the Board who now seek re-election : 


and | would urge this as an act of bare justice and gratitude. 

As citizens and members of the general community, we may well be grateful to 
those who have, with a rare devotion, bestowed time, talent and energy upon the 
great work ‘of educating the ignorant masses of this vast metropolis, The contrast 
between the present educational status of the people of London and that which 
existed before 1870, when the firet School Board was élected, is sufficiently startling 
even to those who are only superficially acquainted with the facts, Looking only at 
the one broad fact that, within the past 12 yeare, 230 new schools, accommodating 
more than a quarter of a million of children, have sprung up under the manage- 
ment Of this one Board, it appears truly marvellous how, within soshort a time, such 
an organization shouid have succeeded in constructing and equipping so many 
rchools, providing them with proper and efficient teachers, framing the laws for 
their guidance, and filling each schoo! with an average of nearly a thousand scholare, 
most of whom would otherwise have been destitute of any instruction. _ 

But, as Jews, our gratitude should be sti!l greater. Actuated by a wise policy 
of tolerance, the Board has not sought to jostle with its superior force against the 
denominational schools, or to crowd them out of existence; and hence our own 
Jewish schools have been suffered to exist side by side with the Board schoo's, one 


- emulating the other with a generous rivalry advantageous to all. 


Nor has ite policy of toleration been confined tom mere passive liberality, In the 


1889 


Tower Hamlets Division—in the neighbourhood moet largely frequented by our 
people—it hss opened four schools, in Old Castle Street, Whitechapel, in Chicksand 
Street, Mile End New Town, in Olga Road, Old Pord, and in Settle Street, Commer- 
cial Road, where the Jewish children are permitted to have the advantage of 
instruction in Hebrew and religion after school houra, Every encouragement has 
been offered by the Board for our thus supplementing its own work ; and as Acti 
Chairman of the Association for the Diffusion of Re igisas Kiowlelgs, which has 
for many years furnished this supplementary religious instruction, I can bear testi. 
mony to the generous facilities which the Board has afforded for the holding of these 
ppecial classce. In order to increase those facilities, and to utilisa as fully as por. 
aible, for the benefit of the Jewish children, the time allowed by the Act for Bible 
instruction, Jewish teachers have been placed by the Board on the permanent staf? 
of all these schools, and in the Old Castle Street School, where more than nine. 
tenths of the scholars are of our faith, the Beard placed a Jew, Mr. Abraham Levy, 
in the high position of Head Master. Bat for this generous and tolerant policy, our 
community would have been reduced to one of these alternatives: We must have 
permitted the children in these schools to have reccived a Godless edacation, or we 
must have been at the cost of establishing reveral new schools of our own in. those 
jocalities to which so many of our people have migrated. 

It is right that I should also place,on record another act of toleration on the 
part of the Board. Before the London School Board came into existence, Jewish 
inmates of industrial schools received no special religious privileges, and as they 
were compelled to partake of the ordinary instruction, to attend chapel, and to work 
on the Jewish Sabbath and festivals, they were, perforce, conver‘ed t> Christianity, 
Shortly after the establishment of the London School B ard; it became my duty, as 
Vhairman of the Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue, to call attention 
to this grievance, and the Board (with the sanction of the Home Of x) promptly 
gave facilities for the removal of all inmates of industrial schools from all parts of 
the conn‘ry to one of its own schools, where the Jewa were separately instructed in 
their religion, permitted to attend synagogue, and exempted from any inter!erence 
with their religious practices. : 

Although every member of the now expiring School Board is thus entitled to 


| our heartfelt gratitude, to none are we more indebted than to the members for the 


Tower Hamlets Division, where all the schools to which I have referred are situated . 
and as to many of our community reside in, and are ratepayers of, that. district, it 
is but right that every Jewish voter should record his vote in favour of the well. 
tried members of the Board who have done eo much for the welfare of our people 
and of the community at large. I allude to Mr. Edward North Baxton, Sir Eimand 
Hay Currie, Colonel Lenox Prendergast, and Mr. William Pearce, 

Mr. Buxton’s name is a “ household word” in Spitalfields. As Chairman of 
the School Board, his high administrative talents have given him the greatest infu. 
ence, and it is no mean distinction to the Tower Hamlets Division that ip should 
have elected to the Board one who has been unanimously regarded the fittest man 
to-occupy the position held by the lat: Lord Lawrence and Sir Charles Reed, and to 
preside over the destivies of 260 schoo's. 

Sir E. H. Currie, formerly Vice-Chairman of the Board, is scarcely les known 
as an educationalist and as a philanthropist. His position at the head of the London 
Hospital, to which our community owes #o mach, gives him @ further title to our 
gratitude and esteem. To his personal influence was mainly due the liberal policy 
in favour of the Jews, first practically set on foot at the Old Castle Street School, 

Colonel Lenox Prendergast has been for the past three years one of the moat 
intelligent members of the School Board. Himself a Roman Catholic, all non-con- 
formist interests are safe in his hands, He has lately earned a new title to our 
gratitude as an active member of the Mansion House Fand for the relief of the 
Russo-Jewish refugees, and as one of his colleaguss I can bear willing testimony to 
his zeal and wisdom, and to his hearty sympathy for our people, - 

Mr. Pearce has served on the School Board for three susceisive terms, and hw 
acquired a ripe experience, which is of itself of the highest value, especially in an 
organisation like the Schogl Board, where frequent changes of poticy are likely to 
be wischievous. Mr. Pearce always opposed any aggressive policy, and stroagly 
favoured the friendly attitude now happily established towards sectarian schools, 

I fear, Sir, that I have trespassed too largely on your space, Yet it appeared ty 
me that I, who happen to have seen something of the work of the London School 
Board, and especially of its generous attitade to ourselves, should, at this juncture, 
give public expression to our gratitude, and might be permitted at the same time 
to suggest to my coreligionists that they may give practical proof of that gratitude 
by a compact and united vote, so as to secure the re-election of those to whom they 
owe so much,

society which are capital versus labour, and eupply versus demand, particularly 


if the religions scruples of our poorer brethren are also taken into consideration. 


It is no use mincing matters and, perhaps, this is just as good an occasion 6 any 


to ventilate important topice, An employer of labour is rarely & free 
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especially in Russia, Important considerations have to be taken into account even ) 
in onr own country. Oneis not able to indulge in sentimental inclinations. Reail- 
ways had to be constructed in Russia, Skhil/ed Russian labourers were to be had for a 
miserable pittance weekly in any number, Admitting for the sake of argument 
that a desire existed if possible to employ a moiety of Jewish labourers; (1) would 
any be found competent to do the work! (2) If so, would it be permitted by the 
native labourer ’ (3) Owing to dispatch being required it would be impossible to grant 
rest on Saturday to the Jews employed to construct the line. Even if the wages 
suited and the last almost insurmountable objection could be suitably modified does 
there not arise another almost equally fatal, ri:., the kosher food. Where there is 
as at present the most active competition, miserable wages have to be avcepted in 
all countries by those employed, as the supply at these low figures exceeds the 
demand. If any English Jewish capitalist is disposed to tarn railway contractor 
in England he would soon find he could not for above reasons employ any Jewish 
poor workmen in the construction of a'railwayfin the United Kingdom.

VIVISECTION AND JEWISH LAW. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirn,—With reference to the Jewish law on vivisection, I think the question is-too 
modern and cannot be answered by direct references. Cruelty to animals 
(DM *9y3 WyY¥) is in the Bible, Talmud, and Midrash stigmatised as inhuman, and 
ia referred to as a thing self-understood to be contrary to law. Two kinds of vivi- 
rection (in its literal sense) are mentioned as having been in practice among other 
nations—castration and cutting off portions of living animals for food, Both are 
strictly prohibited, 

But, on the other hand, human life is an important element in our law, and 
. infliction of pain on an animal when it serves to save human life is not prohibited, 
at least I cannot discover any law to that effect, and I do not think that we neod 
regret it. Vivisection practised merely for satisfying curiosity comes under the 
head of WY, and is certainly prohibited,

CONGREGATIONAL SINGING, 
TO THE EDITOK OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Si1n,—Having seen in your last week’s impression that the Berkeley Street Con- 
gregation have formed a Pealmody Class and commenced work, I write to ask, 
is it. not time that some such organisation were started in each of the 
synagogues in London’ If we happen to pass a chapel or church during 
service, we cannot fail to be strack by the imposing sound of so many 
voices joining harmoniously in psalms and bymna These fine effects are 
obtained by a proportion of the congregation meeting together for one 
hour a: week and practising with the choirmaster the tunes sung in their 
place of worship. Now, if one of our choirmastera were to take the initiative and 
invite the members of hia congregation to meet for the purpose of forming a 
psalmody class, he would, doubtless, be rewarded by a fairly good muster; for all 
who have ever taken part.in choral music are aware how delightful a pastime it is, 
and when they feel that they are contributing to the benefit of Divine service, it 
would greatly enhance the pleasure which is certain to be derived. 

The possession of a good voice, or even any musical knowledge, it not neces- 
sary. Allcah take part, neither. youth nor age being excluded; the one real 
requirement is a hearty interest in the cause. The members would not have to 
change their seats in the synagegue, the very object of the psalmody class being the 
diffusion of the singing throughout the sacred edifice, nor need they fear losing 
their note or failure of any kind, as the choir would at all times take the lead. It 
is almost impostible to sit in a syoagogue without “taking up” a note now aud 
then which seldom produces the effect desired ; indeed at the present time, if a few 
of the congregants occasionally happen to raise their voices so that they can be 
heard, for want of sympathy and support among their fellow-worshippers, they lose 
confidence and are very speedily hush‘d. This, in iteelf, shows the necessity of a 
properly organised psalmody class. The members of the clase having practised 
together would gain that confidence in themselves which would irresistibly induce 
others to join in the singing. | 

Why should we Jews, the most musical nation, be so lethargic in this one 

instance? In ancient times the singing was always congregational, the churches 
- and chapels have only borrowed congregational tinging from us, yet we are at 
present without it.

But I can only eay that — 
after having spent several months upon examining the various points connected 
with the matter, I have been forced to accept the conclusion that the date is 
genu:ne, and my reasons have been at the service of those who work here, Some 


| of the points may be seen in the first volume of my catalogue already printed, while | 


other and minute details will be found in Exoursua I, which deals with all such 
points arising in connection with Biblical manuscripts. 2. In the samo way, the 
question of the date of the Yalkut will be dealt with in the seoond volume of the 
catalogue. Had Zunz had the opportunities of reviewing the results of what has 
been ascertained on this head from the reading through and close stady of early 
transcripts during the last twenty years, I feel sure that he would be the first to 
express himself ready to modify the opinion he expressed on these points some half 
a century ago. 

No one could be more unwilling than myself to force my own conclusions upon 
others. It is quite enough for me to allow others to see the facts and judge for 
themselves. If they differ from me in their conclusions, well and good, If they 
agree with me, it is not that they accept mine, but that they arrive at the same 
conclusions,

A BSUBSTITUTE FOR A SYNOD. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir.—For some time past you have ably and forcibly directed attention to the 
growing and increasing tendency of the age, to negleot, if not to ignore, the laws 
and customs of our faith ; andasameans to meet or stay theevil; you have sug- 
gested the appointment of a synod, invested with power to make such changes in 
our forms and ceremonies as will keep the children of Israel within the fold. Sothat 
such a serious and important movement should be well ventilated, you have freely 
opened your colaumne for its discussion. Thé result has been the open and candid. 
admissions in your leader of last Friday, wherein you say, *‘ we should be content to 
bow to their (the opponents of your views) decisions against this plan if only some 
alternative method was given for obtaining the end we all desire.” You farther 
say, we are not unduly impressed with the idea of a synod which we would wil- 
lingly abandon if we could see an alternative suggested other than the ‘drift’ 
policy, which seems to have found much favour among many,” and finally you 
conclude by saying, “ we shall be glad to know if any of our readers are prepared 
with a better scheme for solving the problem of progressive Judaism.” Such credit- 
able sentiments, after your strongly expressed views, are only in character with a 
Jewish organ founded on the principles of “ consistent Judaism.” 

Your invitation for suggestions for same method or scheme to stem the current 
that is fest drifting our sacred institutions tothe ocean of scepticism, or what is 
denominated Natural Religion, has prompted me to make some suggestions, which 
if carried out, [am sanguine will tend to stay the evil. The scheme I propound 
would have much of the character of a synod, but would possess the right «# power 


_ to create a change which could only be carried out by influence and union. Oar 


endeavours and necessities have been for years past the establishment of a Jews’ 
College, wherein an efficient ministry could be trained to preach and teach to us 
our religion. For causes easily to be assigned, and as easily remedied, we have 
never succeeded, The fact is that the coldness and indifference of the Jewish com- 
munity have been such as to dampen all exertions, What has even the removal of 
the College to the most favourable site yet done’ Comparatively nothing. Cold- 
ness and indifference in regard to its object yet reigns supreme ; and, I am sorry to 
say, its intelligent and influential Council does not take a single step to arouse the 
community from its apathy. This is a hard and bold assertion, but, “ fiat justitia - 
rust coelum,”’ to prove my assertion and promote the object I desire, I must state 
facte, The College has now been establisbed for twenty-five years. Last year it 
removed and held its annual meeting in ita new premises, From that date I do not 
remember to have read a single word or advertisement in reference to its proveed- 
ings, nay, noteven the annual meeting held Jast Thursday was announced. | only 
learnt of it as asubscriber. I have had lengthy and active connections with various 
institutions, and one duty I have ever found necessary to succeas, viz., to keep their 
purpose and progress continually before the public, What is the result of Coancil's 
passivenesa and lassitude ’ This year, as last year, only one of the public atien: ed the 
annual meeting. Is not such a fact a jnst answer to the complaint in the brief 
report that * the insignificant sum of only £284 was received for subscriptions " 
during the period under review, given by but 162 subscribers, But to prove, and I 
hope carry my point, I must carry my animadversions even further, The balance 
sheet is dated Jlst December, it is audited on the 6th March, and presented only on 
Lord Mayor's Show day. I will not comment on its detaiis. Bat the report sho vs 
that there are only twenty-four students in the establishment, and the shortness of 
their number in spite of the numerous scholarships, shows a cost, without rent and 
taxes for the premisee, of about £40 per head, But even this heavy sum is weil 

expended for the twenty-four's sake. 

The main portion of the report is devoted to the degrees and prizes obtained 
by them with reference also to the essay which they have written and the debates 
which they have entered into, to all of which the public have been strangers. 
Why should this be? Why are the essays not published’ Where talent and promise 
is so evident why should countenance and encouragement to others not be extended 
through the press or otherwise’ I learn that one of the Council did rise at the 
annual meeting and suggest the establishment of a periodical for that purpose, but 
he received no possible encouragement. There are 34 members of the Council, some 
of whom do not even reside within the city, while several others are not even sub- 
ecribers. 

I have written enough to show the numerous and important changes which . 
could be made. My aim is to cause it and increase the Council by adding thereto 
all the ordained ministers connected with the United Congregations, as also Jewish 
Members of Parliament, and also such leading and influential Jews (by the retire- 
ment of some of the inactive younger members) as Mr, Lionel L. Cohen, Mr. F. D. 
Mocatta, Mr. Samuel Montagu, Sir Julian Goldsmid, and others of our nation of 
consistent religious principles, From the espeing can be drawn what! hope and 
desire may hereafter follow ; my viewson which | must leave to another commu. 
nication.

THE BOARD OF: GUARDIANS, 


Tae record of the death of Mr. Fruraim Arex marks not only the decease 
of an earnest, zcalous communal worker, It recalls the almost incalculable 
service he rendered when, in 18 8, he gave practical (Xpression to the long 
mooted idea of founding a Jewish Board of Guardians,’ When he was 
Overseer of the Poor of the Great Synagogue there wus, properly speakin,, 
little real charitable relief of the poor. There was distribution of doles to 
the poor; there were, in the winter season, plenty of tickets for bread, méat, 
and coals to be had almost for the asking ; there were various gifts of coals 
and clothes given by the synagogues from the proceeds of bequests, and 
there were other so-called charitable distributions by diverse societies, the 
managers of Which found much of their ti:e and means occupied in p:e- 
senting’ testimonials to each other. But organised charitable relief of the poor, 
as we understand it inthe present day, absolutely did not exist, The sturdy, 
importonate beggar had little difficulty in obtaining money from the bene- 
volent ; the really deserving cases were too often utterly neglected. The 
"relief of the poor’ by the synagogues was carried on in a primitive 
fashion, pretty much like the placing of sixpences and loaves of bread upon 
tombstones in churchyards a few generations ago. One of the notable sights 
was that of a mob of foreigners-on Purim or Hanucah surrounding the 
synagogue gates in Duke Street whilst the Overseer or the Secretary would 
thrast his hand containing a shilling through the bars ani the strongest in 
‘the crowd would clutch at.it. The monthly distribution of money to the 
(non-synagogue or Fo-cal'ed “casual” poor) was scarcely less hap- 
hazard. A foreigner applied at the sitting of the Overseer, on the eve of 
each New Moon, and without any preliminary enquiry into his antecelents, 
needs, or character, le was given perhaps as much as half-a-crown, or at the 
utmost five shillings, the average being much less than the former amount, 
The forcible lesson taught by the oft-quoted and as often misapplied text, 
“ Blessed is he who considereth the poor,’ was little thought of. The Over- 
seer only felt that he hed not a very pleasant task to perform in emptying, 
to the best apparent advantage, the bowls of silver before him, and that 
at any rate if the poor foreigner complained he conl1 do little to help him- 
self with the dole of half-a-crown, the retort could be glibly used, “ well 
why do you come here?” Why, indecd, when the example was set him by 
the more experienced beggar of going the rounds of the business places ia 
the city, and by dint of sheer importuvity getting four times as much in one 
morning. 

The idea of founding: a central Poor Board.” appears to have been 
first mooted by Dr. Josuca Van Oven in a series of letters to Mr. Pararcx 

Corqunoty, o magistrate of the City of London and a great philanthropist, 

who drew public attention to the:poverty of the “German” Jews of his 

day (1800). It was not, however, till 1853 that the idea took practical 
shape, and this was due to the personal initiation of Mr, Auzx, 

We bave given in another column a sketch ot the history of the Board. 

We have here alluded to it because we wish to take the opportunity to bring 

home to the minds and the hearts of our readers how great anil 

urgent are the present needs of the Board and to remind them how large 

a claim the Board has upon the generosity of the community. The 

Board is really some half-dozen institutions rolled into one, Itis a Chari-y 
Organisation Society, a Loan Society, a Pension Society, an Emigration 
Society, an Apprenticing Society, and a Visiting Society. The Board 
bas not merely organised charitable relief—created a world where a'l was 
before without form and void—it has directly helped to raise the character 
of the Englich Jews. A generation ago the talents, merits and virtues 
of a few individual Jews swayed the minds of Engiishmen to regard us 
with favour and to accord us a hard won toleration.

the depression of trade which has peculiarly pressed hard upon the Jews by 
reason of the overstocked an ill-prid trades they mostly follow, the condition 
of our poor has become sensibly ameliora'ed and their helpfalness greatly 
increased, 

Although it might not appear seem!y to invoke the name of the founder 
of the Board, who was buried but yesterday, to urge the community to give 
& more generous support to the Board, yet we think the occasion should 
not Le passed over without emphasising the service he rendered by founding 
the Board. This was the life-work of the man whose death we record this 
week. Upon the commonity at large emphatically rests the duty of main- 
taining it in a state of efficiency, to supply it bountifuily with -the 
“sinews of war” in its successful “battle with misery and poverty. 
Merely to subscribe a gu'nea a year to’ such an institution, as many do, is 
practically to ignore the large area its operations cover. The Board has 
made it a principle—we think unwisely —not to have any anniversary dinner 
or other similar gatherings, which are so successfal in replenishing the 
financial resources of other charities, but mere’y to direct attention to its 
needs by an annual letter from the President. In support of the annual 
appeal of Mr. Lionet L. Cenex, which we pub'ish this week, we urge the 
claims of the Board to a more extende! support from the community at 
large. 

The great Russian cri.is has afflicted the Board ia two ways, It has 
by its larger demand upon the benevolent diverted some of the monies that 
would most probably have found their way into its coffers, and -it has added 
perhaps permancntly, a large number of poor to ita registers. If it has 
been found di flicult to satisfactorily place the picked emigrants eent to 
America, how much more difficult will it be in England with its keener 
competition, more restricted resources and immeasurably larger pauper 
population, 


We are assured that even apart from the excep ional cire imstances of 
the Russian crisis the resources of the Board were never at a lower ebb and 
yet never perhaps were the probable demands upon those slender resources 
likely to be greater. The ladies and gentlemen who undertake to canvass 
for subscriptions in bebalf of the Board will shortly actively engage in their 
personel appeals. A mere cursory glance at the list of contribations to the 
Board proves how many who might fair'y be assumed to be able to 
afford a not inconsiderable subscription are entirely absent from that list and 
that many should increase their subscriptions tenfo'd, Thedays when “ the 
tithe’ was exacted have passed away but the duty covered by the precept 
remaius, Upon every ground the Board should be warmly supportel. It 
is raising day by day the character for help‘ulness and skilfalness of the 
youth of the Jewish working classes, and doing so mach towards abolishing 
the old class of schndrvers. 

There is no department of the Board that is so hopeful in its possible 
effects upon the general character of our working classes ‘as the recently 
established Industrial Department. Yet there is none which requires 
greater resources. The whole \ife of a lad is often made or marred at the 
critical moment when he chooses a vocation, The Board is making strenuous 
and successful «fforts to enéure that this choice shall be one to benefit 
permanently the individual apprentice. If the poor are “ never to cease out of 
the land,” at any rate it is clearly our duty to keep their number at a 
minimum. In no more certain way can we help to do this than by 
contributing liberally to the Jewish Board of Guardians, the utility of 
which should this weck be peculiarly broaght home to the communal con- 
science by the record of the valuable services rendered by. its venerable 
founder, Erunaim

DEATH OF MR. EPHRAIM ALEX. 


We deeply regret to announce the death of Mr. Epbraim Alex, the founder 
and First President of the Jewish Board of Guardians. The deceased died on 
Monday, at 5, Chichester Street, W., having reached the patriarchal aze of 83. 
He was born at Cheltenham in December, 1800, and followed the profession of 
Dentist, in which he was very snccessful, He married Catherine Jones, the 
widow of Mr. Barron Jones ; she died on June 16:b, 1858. 

Mr. Alex will best be remembered in connection with the Jewish Board of 
Guardians. To bim wae due the initiation of the practical steps which led to 
i's evtablishment, although to Mr. Lionel L. Cohen (its first Honorary Secretary 
and now ite President), and to the zeal, ability, energy, and pablic spirit which 
are identified with his name in commanal affairs, is owing the rapid develop. 
ment and perfection of its organisation. So largely have the policy, action, and 
records of the Board borne the impress of Mr, Cohen's character that not a fow 
have supposed that to him was due more of the share in founding the Bard 
than he properly could admit. But it is a fact that the practical initiation of 
the Scheme of a Jewish Board of Guardians in 1859 was due exclusively to Mr 
Alex when he was the Overeeer of the Poor of the Great Synagogne, and the. 
deficiencies of the mode of relieving the poor were pressed upon his attention. 

Half a century before, Dr. Joshua Van Oven bad propounded a scheme fora 
“ Poor Board for the entire management of the poor,” and went on to describe 
how this should be carried out by incorporating “ several respectable gentlemen 
from each synagogue who should constitute a Board for the management of a! 
the Jewish poor in the Metropolis.” .He proposed to raise the funds by the 
Board being «empowered by Parliament to claim a. portion of the poors’ 
rates paid by the Jews in the parishes wherein they resided; and also to obtain 
Parliam:ntary authority to levy arate upon Jews for the relief of their poor, 
TLis proj:ct was not quite without effect, for to it was due the establishment, 
throvgh the initiation of Abraham Goldsmid, of one of our most important 
charitable inetitutions—the Jews’ Hospital at Mile Eod, whence it was eubse. 


quently removed to Lower Norwood. Mr. Alex was a member of the Commit- 


tee of this charity for a great many yeare. 

For thirty years little was Jone to improve the manner in which the foreign 
poor were relieved by the synagogucs. In 1835, at the instance of the late 
Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hirechell, the three city synagogues (the Great, Hambro’ and 
New) entered intoa “ treaty’ for improving their relations to each other, and the 
relief and the burial of the poor. But beyond the improvement of the financial 
relations of the synagogues, little practical good resulted towards an amelioration 
of the condition of the poor. It is curious tonote, en passant, thattothis “treaty” is 
indirectly duethe establishmentof the United Synagogue, owing to the conditions 
of the “treaty” having been found to be too onerous to individual memboars, 
especially to thoee who had migrated to the West Ead. The neo’ of some more 
effective machinery for thesystematic relief of the poor continued to engage atten- 
tion. One of the gentlemen who directed attention to the subject was Heary 
Faude!, a man of transcendent ability, active mind, and great acal for the com- 
munal welfare. In 1844 he proposed the drastic remedy of an amalgamation 


of all the charities, but, like Dr. Joshua Van Oven, be was in advance of his — 


time, and the proposal met with little encouragement. Things went from bad to 
worse, and in 1858 after consulting those interested in the complicated qsestion, 
Mr. Alex, who, as we have mentioned above, was the Overseer of the Poor of 
the Great Synagogue (of which synagogue he was subsequently elected War- 
den), brought the subject under the attention of the Committee of that 
Bynagogue. At a meeting of the Committee held on January 12th, 1858, 
it was resolved: 


“ That itis deemed advisable that a Conjoint Board of Guardians bo appointed to relieve the 
strange and foreign poor,” 


“That a copy of the foregoing reslution be transmitted to the Presideats of the Hambro’ and 
New Synagogues, requesting that their honorary officers will meet the honorary officers of this 
uC, Carly as possible, to confer on the matter.”’ 


The Delegates met on February 22:h, 1853, and recommended the establish- 
ment of a Board cf Guardians for the relief of the strange and foreign poor— 
the Board to consist of representatives of the three synagogues. The funds of 
the Board were to consist of votes from the synagog ies equal to the averaze 
annual amounts expended on the relief of the nou-synagogue poor during the 
previous three yea.e, and the proposed arrangement was to be tentatively tried 
for one year. These proposals were, however, not carried into effect. On 
February 16:b, 1859, Mr. Alex iseued a circular, accompanied by “ a Schem:; 
for a Board of Guardians for the relief of the necessitous foreiga poor.” Tris 
scheme exhibited a great insight into the needy of the poor on the one 
hand, and to the machinery necessary adequately to relieve them on the other. 
The “key-note"’ cf the cinular and echeme was “ organisation.” Tue 


Board was really the pioneer of Charitable Orgavisation Societies in England. | 


It has greatly developed since it rented as its office a small “shanty” 
attached to the Jewirh Soup Kitchen, then in Blackhorse. Yard, Whitechapel, 
The development, however, has been strictly on the lines of the original germ, 
—the Scheme of Mr. Alex Oae hasonly to glance at the work of Dr. Stallard 
on the London Poor to observe how well the vast machinery of the Board was 


conceived, bow smoothly its several parts work, and, above all, how adequate 


it is to accomplish the work it was created to cope with. The personal labours 
incidental to the cstablishment of the Board were far greater than can be 
imagived in the present day. That these difficulties were eventually surmounted 
was doe in no little measure to the amiable character of Mr. Alex. He was not 
aman of commanding intellect, but he possessed a genial and benevolext dis- 
position, He exercised much tact, gained by the strength of his own personal 
qualities supporters ia every direction to his scheme, and attached young men 
of promiee to him in this great undertaking. The first Board of Guardians was 
constituted as follows: President, Mr. Ephraim Alex; Vice-President, Mr. I. A, 
‘Boss ; Treasurer, Mr, Moses Levy ; Honorary Solicitor, Mr. Algernon E. Sydney; 


Honorary Secretary, Mr, Lionel L. Cohen ; Moepre. Joshua Alexauder, Mosog 


Cohen, Aaron Hart, Henry A. Isaace, Lewis Jacobs, M. 8. Keyser, Jos, Lazarus 
Alexander Levy, Hyam Lovy, Maurice Moses, P. 8. Phillips, Marcus Samuel, 
M. G. Simmons, Algernon Sydney, Professor J, Waley. ’ 

Mr, Alex presided over the Board from its foundation till 1869, when hi 
physical infirmities compelled him very reluctantly to retire from the position 
of President, but as a member of the Board he contioued to this year to take 
part in ite deliberations, Ia the Report of the Board for 1869 the servires of 
Mr. Alex were mentioned by Mr, Lionel L. Cohen (his successor in the Progi. 
dential chair) in words, adopted by the Board, which should find a place here - 

“ At the present time when all questions connected with he relief of the 
occupy £0 large a share of public attention, it is difficult to realize the indifferengs 
and vis inertia which Mr. Alex's earlier efforts so patiently overcame, The gratitude 
of his colleagues, the confidence of his community and the success of the Principles 
he advoc»ted, must, it is hoped, be to him a recompense far the labours he has under. 
gone ; the Board in affectionate acknowledgment of the many acts of kind conside. 
ration shown tothem during his Presidency have resolved to adorn their Board. 
room with his portrait ; but the grateful homage of the poor whom he has benefited 
and the earnest appreciation of the entire community whom he has served wil] 
combine to testify more effectually than any testimonial alike to the merits of Mr. 
Ephraim Alex, and to the triamp) and success of the principles of which he has 
been the advocate,” 

The portrait in the Board-room was by Prof, S. A. Hart, R.A, In bringing 
this record of the life-work of Mr, Alex to a conclusion, we should mention 
that his brother, Isaiah Alex, was one of the founders of the Cheltenham Con. 
gregation and his brother, Montagu Alex, Warden of that congregation for 
some years. The deceased was the last survivor of his family aad he had no 
children. 

The deceased was buried at Willesden yesterday, Toe faneral was attended 
by nearly all the members and officers of the Board of Guardians, as well ag 
many of the members of the Council of the United Syaazogas, of which Mr, 
Alex was a life member.

THE RUSSIAN REFUGEES AT BRODY. 


The Brody Committee for the relief of the Rassian refugees in that town 
was dissolved on the 22ad of October, after nine months’ unremitting labours, 
About 370 fugitives, mostly persons liable to military service, still remain in 
Brody, they being unable to return to Rassia. The local Branch of the Vienna 
Alliance wil! lo after the interests of these refugees, who are to be distributed 
in various countries, Large eums of money, contributed by orthodox societies, 
were divided among the refugees who were repatriated. 

The total amoust expended between the Ist of August and the 15:h of 
October for the benefit of the Rassian refugees at Brody was 240,000 florins, or 
a little more than £20,000. This amount was contribated ia five equal sams of 
£40 000 by the Mansion House Committee, the Allianoe Teradlite Universelle 
and the Special Committee at Parie, the Allianse of Vienna, and the Ceatral 
Committee at Berlin.

Tue Vaipity or A Jewisu Divorce.—On Saturday was heard before 
R. J. Phillimore the suit of Atkins cr. Gutman, otherwise Atkins, otherwise Weiss 
This was a suit for a decree of nullity of marriage, Mr. Searle, who appeared fer 
the peti ioner, said his client, William Henry Atkins, was an Englishman, who last 
year made the acquaintance of the respondent in Paria. Her name was Katherine 
Gutman, and she lived with her mother. She was a Hungarian, and of the Jewish 
persuasion, Mr, Atkins was informed by her that she had been married at Buda- 
Pesth, according to the Jewish rite, to a person named Weiss or Fehery, which weve 
one and.the same name, Fehery being the Huvgarian of the German appellation 
Weiss ; but she farther informed him that she had been divorced bya Jewish rabbi, 
aud she handed him a paper, which was one of the documents in this case, and 
which purported to be a divorcee, Mr. Atkins, believing she had been divorced, 
married her in this country ; but he had since ascertained that, even supposing the 
person who drew up and eigned the order of divorce was a Jewish rabbi—a circum 
stance of which in this case there was some question—the document would be of 
no effect, and that in Hungary. as in this country, a divorce must be pronounced by 
a civil tribunal, before which both parties must have appeared with a view to a2 
arrangement being effected between them by which a divorce might have besa 
avoided. The respondent never hai been before any such tribunal. Mr. Atkins we 
examined, and stated that last year he met the respondent in Paris. He uaderstoo®. 
from her that she never had gone through a civil marriage with Weiss, but had been 
married to him by religious service. She handed him the paper now produced, 
which purported to have been signed by a Jewish rabbi, and to be a divorces of aa 
marriage with Weiss. The petitioner and the respondent came to this country, n° 
were married at the Registrar's office, Mount Street, Grosvenor Square, 08 eer 
20th, 1881. In January of the present year he received a communication whic 
caused him to instruct his solicitors to institute the present euit. In the moant me, 
the respondent had gone to Pesth to endeavour to have her divorce with bape 
legalized. Evidence taken by commission at Pesth was then read, From this < 
dence it appeared that the document on which the respon“ent had relied was wo ‘oe 
lees ; that the Hungarian law was as stated by Mr. Searle in his opening remar™» 
that the marriage of the reepondent to Weiss, who kept a café at Pesth, was V ‘ke 
and that during the sitting of the commission Weiss was seem at Pesth by 
respondent and other persons The President pronounced a decree nisi for We 
nullity of the marriage of the petitioner and the respondent.

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The first meeting of the Board of Deputies since the summer recess was held 
on Wednesday last at the Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogne, 
Bevis Marks, There were present : Mr. Josern Senac, Vice-Pre ident in the chair ;

Letters were read from Mra. Barnett Samuel acknowledging the vote of condo- 
lence passed by the Board on the death of her husband, a member of the Board : 
from the Coventry Congregation, announcing the return of Dr, Maurice Clifford, 
as deputy for that congregation in the place of the late Mr. Birne*t Samuel: from 
the South Manchester Synagogue announcing the appointm :nt of the Rev. Hermann 
Gollancz as secretary for marriage registration purposes of that synagogue ; from 
Sir Moses Montefiore, Bart., thanking the Board for the letter of congratulation onthe 
occasion of his reaching his 9%th year ; from the Board to Lady Tenterden, condoling 
with her Ladyship«n the death of her husband, the late permanent U nder-S« cretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs ; from the Jate Lord Mayor, thanking the Board for their 
complimentary resolution passed to him at the terminatioa of his year of office, and 
which borespecial reference to his services in connection with the persecution of 
the Jews in Russia ; and a correspondence with Sir Graham Briggs upon the 
question of the reclamation of the ancient Jewish Burial ground at Charlestown, 
Nevis (Weet Indies). : 

The So.icrrox and Secretary (Mr. Lewis Emanus!) submitted the helf-yearly 
balance sheet and assesement of expenses. The expenditure amounted to £170, 
and was assessed as follows; Spanish ani Portuguese Synagogue, £22 84, 91. ; 
Great and Central Synagogues, £13 93, 34. each; Hambro, New, Bayswater, and 
East London Synagogues, £8 19a, 61 each ; and the remaining congregations repre- 
sented at the Board (ceven London and twelve provincial) £4 9s 81. each. 

Mr. M. 8, OprennerM, in movirg the adoption of the balance sheet and assese- 
ment, called attention tothe circumstance that £103 ont of the total exp2nditure 
was borne by the London synagogues, and that of this amount about one-fifth was 
contributed by the Spanish aud Portuguese Synagogue. 

The motion was adopted, and a vote of thanks was passed to the Anditors, 
Messra. M. Castello and Henry Solomon. 

The SOLiciTox and Secrerary laid on the table an oficial r eport pnblich«d 
by orier by order of the Senate of the United States and containing correspondence 
on Cases of the expnision of American Jewish tubjects from Russia, which were 
atralogous to the case of Mr. Lewisohn. This report which had been obtained by the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee, who had had the case of Mr. Lewisohn under 
consideration, gave complete evidence of the great pressure which the United 
States Government had put upon that of Raasiain -its demands that the treaty 
rights secured to American citizens, without distinction of creed, while travelling 
in Russia should be fully respected. 

Mr. AbkaHAM Levy moved that the Americau report bo remitted to the Law 
and Parliamenfary Committee with instructions to publish in the press such extracts 
as bear on the Lewisohn case, and might influeace the further actioa to be taken 
in this matter. 

Mr. IskaArL ABRANAMS seconded the motion, which was sabsejuently withdrawn 
in favour of an amendment directing the Secretary to prepare extracts for the 
press. The amended resolution was ad »pted. | 

A despatch, forwarded by the Fureign Office, was read from the British Miuister 
at Belgrade, reporting on the attempt which had teen made a few months ayo t> 
incite an agitation agaiust the Jews in Servia, aud on the prompt and energetis 
action which had been taken by Kiog Milan and his Goveroment for the efficient 

rotection of the Jews, and for t‘e repression of the agitation in itsincipient stage. 
t was resolved that the Foreign Office be thanked for its communication, and that 
& copy of the correspondence be forwarded to the Anglo Jewish Avsoviation. 

l'he Secretary read the minutes of a Conference held on the 2th, between the 
Foreign: Committee of the Board and the Anglo-Jewish -Association relative t» 
recent évents in Morocco affecting the Jews. 

With reference to circular letters sent in July to Provincial Congregations not 
reprerented at that Board, and inviting them to send Deputies, the Soiicitor and 
Secretary reported that out of the 32 Congregations whom he had addressed on the 
subject four bad already selected »epresentatives, four were willing to do so, seven 
were still considering the subject, five declined to be represented, eleven had not

- replied, and one Congregation bad offered to cont:ibute £2 2s. (according to a sug- 


gested assessment of 2+. per head for each member). 

Mr. 8S. MONTAGU, who expressed his opinion that on the whole the result of the 
step taken by the Board was highly ratisfactory, moved that proper measures be 
taken to alter the Conetitution of the Board in such a manner as to provide for an 
increased representation of Provincial Congregations at the Board, The motion 
was carried, 

Mr. MonTaau called attention toa paragraph which recently appeared in the 
Jewish Chronicle urder the heading of “ Jews in the Army,” and referring to faci- 
lities which had been given to Jewish soldiers at Aldershot to attend Divine Service 
ia the local synagogue. Mr. Montagu moved that representations be made to the 
authorities at the War Office in favour of the granting of facilities to Jews serving 
in the Army for keeping the ensuing Passover festival, 

Mr, Louis Hyams seco: ded the motion, which was carried,

BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was heid on Monday last at the 
offices of the Board in Devonshire Square. There were present : Mr. Lions. L, 
COHEN, President, in the chair ; Messrs. L. L. Alexander, M. Boas, F. E Davia, 
Lewis Emanuel, A. L. Lazarus, E. M. Leon, H. G. Lousada, F. A. Lucas, 8, Montagu, 
A, Rosenfeld, Stuart M. Samuel, Sydaey M. Samuel, 8, Schloss, 1. Seligman, 8. Simona, 
A. E. Sydney. 

A letter was read from the Jews’ Deaf and Damb Home gratefally accepting 
the offer of the Board to place its machinery at the disposal of the Home for the 
purpose of apprenticing one of the inmates of that institution. 

A letter was read from Sir Moses Montefiore acknowledging in cordial terma 
the congratulatory letter sent to him on behalf of the Boand on the occasion of 
his having attained his sth anniversary. 

The receipt of a legacy of £17 17a, from the late Mr. Joseph Samuel was 
announced, 

The CHAIRMA®N reported that in accordance with the resolution passed at the 
previous meeting, a conference had been held between delegates of the Board anid 
the Board of Guardians of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, when the 
fo'lowing resolutions were adopted : 

1, That a letter be sent by Mr. Sydney M. Samuel on behalf of the two Boards of Guardians to 
the Jows’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, asking them to avatl themselves of the Provisions con. 
tained in the “Divided Parishes and Poor Law Amendment Act, 1882,” with a view to their 
obtaining larger parochial subventions by their direct application as a certified school in the manner 
prescribed by the Act, 

2. That prior to this step being taken Mr. Vallance, the Clerk of the Whitechapel Union, who 
has already been coneulted, be sen by Mr. Sydney M. Samuel and Mr. Stephany. 

3. That a Conjoint Committee be annually elected by each Board, in proportion of five repre. 
sentatives from the Jewish Board of Guardians, ard three representatives from the Spanish and 
Portuguese Board of Guardians, and that all legislative and parochial questions concerning the 
Jewish poor which come under the administration of either Board be confided to the supervision 
and care of the Conjoint Committee, and that in particular all cases of chi dren, on whose behalf 
patochial subvention. or interposition is solicited or may arise, be brought ia the first instance 
uliier the notice of the Conjoint Committec. 

4. That the ‘Conjoint Commiitee be authorised to adjudicate upon such cases, unless, in the 
opinion of the Committee there be in any case any exceptional circumsetanres, whic may re kler 
it desiravle that the case be referred for decision to the Board to which the child or ite parents 
would be chargeable or belong. 

&. That the costs of any arrangements for the care of children in excess of parochial subven- 
tion, and the fature responsibi.ities for the removal of the ehitdrea, be borne, at heretore, by the 
Board to which the chin ts chargeable, the necessary work of removal, supervision, &c , to remain 
as at present undey the ¢caré of the respective Secretarics of the Board of that community to which 
the child belongs. ‘ 

6. That a copy of these reso’utions be submitted by each of the Monorary Secretaries to his 
owa Board, and that, upon the resolutions being approved, they be requested to appoint the dele- 
gates forthwith, so that the Cosjoint Committee may at one enter on ita fanctions, 

A letter was read from the Spanish and Portuguese Board stating that the fore- 
going resolutions, having been submitted to a meeting of that Board, were alopted, 
and that its President, Mr. D. Castello, Honorary Secretary, Mc. A. Lindo Honry, 
and Mr. Lewis Pass had been appointed as the delegates of the Board on the Coajoint 
Committee. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the resolutions, stated that tie 
Committee of the Jews’ Hoepital and Orphan Asylum were aliealy in communica- 
tion with the President of the Poor Law Board relative to the first resolution, and 
he expressed his satiafation at the fact that for the first time in the history of the 
Board a committee had been appointed for joint action between the two bodies, 
The Board were deeply indebted to Mr. Lewis Emanuel for having brought the 
subject to its notice in the formin which it had met with such prompt saccess. 

The resolations were adopted and the following gentlemen were elected as the 
delegates of the Board: The President, the Honorary Secretary (Mr. Sydney M., 
Samuel) and Messrs, Lewis Emanuel, 8.

The annual meeting of the Governors and Subscribers of Jews’ College was held 
on Thureday, the ‘tb, at the College, Tavistock Square; Sir BAkrow H. ELuts, 
K.C.8.1., Chairman of the Council, presided, and the other gentlemen present were 
the Reve, Dr. Hermann Adler, J. Chapman ard S. Singer: Messrs. M. N. Adler, H. 
Bentwitch, A. Eskell, E. A, Franklin, A, L. Lazarus, J. M. Levy and Lewis H. 

lomon, 


The twenty-sixth annual report was submitted to the meeting. The report 
states that the Council view with satixfaction the successful working of the institu- 
tion during the past year. The best interests of the College have been served by its 
removal to ite present location. The students are now enabled to pursue their 
secular ttudies at University College without suffering the great !oss of time which 
their attendance bad hitherto entailed : while the efficiency and convenience of the 
echolastic arrangements of Jews’ College have greatly benefited by reason of the 


large additional accommodation afforded by the new premises, After enumerating 


the appointments received by students of the College as Ministers, occasional 
Preachers and Teachers, the Scholarships awarded to deserving students, and the 
numerous scholastic distinctions gained by students at Univertity College and in 
the ¢«xaminations at the University of London, the Council observe that these dis- 
tinctions are a subject of congratulation, as being evidence of the: succeasfal prose- 
cution by the Council of an object they have kept constantly in view, viz , to ensure 
the highest and widest secular education to those who are to become ministers and 
teachers in the Jewish community; In furtherance of thia aim and with the object 
of ensuring a regalar and equal progression in theologicsl and secular studies, a 
draft scheme is now under the consi leration of the Counci', by virtue of which the 
students of the College will be required to pars certain theological examinations, 
part pasen with the secular examinations of the Uaiversity of Lonion. 


The general balance-shect showed a deficit of £42 134. 101,, the iscome having 
been £1,079 18s, against an expenditare of #1.:22 12+. 3d. The principal 
in the revenue were £284 6s, from annual subscriptions and £600 (viz, £200 each 
from Mesere, N. M. Rothechild and Sons, Mr. Charles Samu~l and the United Syoa- 
goguc) from dorations. The two largest items of expenditure were, salarics £652 
and student's bursaries 20, 


Mr. A. EskeLu moved the adoption of the annual report and balance-sheet. 


The Rev. Dr. in seconding the motion. emvhasised the great 
necessity which existed for a larger number of students at the College. It would 
hardly be credited that numerous posts of Mivisters in the provinces and colonies, 
as well as in English speaking countries, were vacant owing to the lack of candi- 
dates for the ministry. Among such vacancies he might mention those at Melbourne, 
Montreal and San Fravcisee, Although the salaries in the provincial congregations 
were not high, the posts afforded excellent openings for young men, who, if. they 
performed their work we!l, would then be competent for more important appoint- 
ments. The College wanted not so much money as +tudents, and therefore the head- 
masters and committees of Jewish schools in London and the provinces should 
impress on pupils desirous of following the vocation of a minister that every 
facility would be given to them towards the fullilment of their desire. Ia connec- 
tion with thie matter he was glad to etate that in a school, with which he was 
intimately connected, viz , the Bayswater School, a pupil who had proved himself to 
be the most proficient in. Hebrew and Religion, had applied to be permitted to enter 
Jews College, Otber euch pupils might be drafted from the Jews’ Hoepital and 
Orphan Asylum. They could not expect to receive any students from the lree 
School, becausé that great establishment required its most competent pupils to 
supply the ranks of teachers, If Judaism is to be preserved, concluded Dr. Adler, 
the work will require proper teachers of religion, who would embue their flocks 


.with the same knowledge and affection for their faith as they would reccive at 
Jews’ College. 


The Rev. 8. Sincen, after tendering the acknowledgments of the meeting to 
the Rev. John Chapman for the excellent report he had drawn up, expressed hia 
concurrence with the remarks made by Dr. Adler. Mr. Singer mentioned that the 


College was now training 25 young men (li in the elementary class and \) stadents) 


to fill positions of importance as teachers and ministers, The public at large should, 
therefore, be thankful to the College for impariing knowledge which no other insti- 
tution could supp'y. 

Mr. Eviis A. FRAN kLIn thought that the work and scope of the co'lrge should 
with advantage to the institution be brought more prominently before the public. 
This cou'd be done if the college issued a fortnightly or monthly magazine, con- 
taining among other matter the substance of the papers read by the students at 
meetings of the Jews’ College Literary and Debating Society. ‘The public would 
then be able to form an idea of the iut-llectual calibre of the stulents. It was 
never more necessary to counteract the pernicious views which were now current, 

Mr. Hexpert Bexiwicnh dissented from the previous epeaker, he being of 
opinion that it was not the duty of the Council to take up a work of the nature 
tuggested by Mr. Franklin, | Referring to the Debating Society, Mr. Dentwich 
observed that the real cause of its succers ay inthe fact that it had been started by 
the students themeelves as a distinct and separate institution. 

- The Rev. Joun CHAPMAN, in echoing the opinion expressed by Dr, Hermann 
Adler, said that the growing interests of the community wculd best be served by 
taking time by the forelock and by keeping up the number of students to the Vizhert 

ible point, Another matter worthy of the attention of the public was the 

ewness of the scholarrhips (seven in number) in proportion to the number of stad- 
ente, who having, as a rule, but little means of their own, required these scholar- 
ships in order to maintain themselves. It was therefore necessary that those wealthy 
perrons who had the future of the community at heart should found more 
echolarehipe. 

The report and balance sheet were then adopted.
